Publications News 


An anthology of Canadian short stories in German, 
selected and translated by DR. W. E. RIEDEL 
(modern languages) and a McGill colleague, has 
just been published by Manesse of Zurich. It 
contains translations of stories in French and 
English by 17 Canadian authors. 


The first volume of a bibliography of B.C. history 
compiled by MRS. BARBARA LOWTHER of the social 
sciences research centre is expected to be off the 
press by mid-December. It will cover the period 
from 1849 to 1899. Volumes are being prepared for 
the previous and subsequent periods. A second 
Canada Council grant ($6,000 in addition to a 
previous $7,500) to help meet the costs of preparing 
the bibliography went recently to DR. R. H. ROY 
(history), chairman of the centre. 

A bibliography of seventeenth-century French 
prose fiction prepared by DR. RALPH BALDNER 
(modern languages) has been published by Columbia 
University Press. The work was sponsored by the 
University and the Modern Languages Association. 


A few copies of a colour map of the campus, and a 
second map showing the campus in relation to the 
surrounding area, are available from the information 
services office (loc. 372). Both appear in the 
current visitors 1 folder. The unfolded versions, 
ll¥'x7¥*, are useful for display on departmental 
bulletin boards. 


RONALD FERRY, admission and awards officer here 
since 1965, moves to the top of the registrarial 
ladder with his appointment as University Registrar, 
effective immediately. Mr. Ferry graduated in 
modern languages from the University of Toronto 
in 1952, taught for two years in Ontario high 
schools, and later turned to business administration 
in Toronto and Edmonton. He came to Victoria from 
Calgary, where he was Registrar of the Southern 
Alberta Institute of Technology. DEAN R. R. JEFFELS 
doffs his registrar’s hat and becomes full-time 
dean of college and student affairs. 


From the British High Commissioner’s office in 
Ottawa, the British Council offers to help 
faculty planning study visits to Britain. 
Assistance can range from suggestions of people 
and places to see, to the preparation of a 
detailed program that covers travel bookings 
and the making of appointments. In some cases, 
Council funds are also available. 


Newcomers to the Faculty Council are DR. ELAINE 
WALLACE (modern languages), DR. H. J. SIMMONS 
(psychology), and MRS. KATHLEEN CHRISTIE 
(education). All were elected by acclamation 
for two-year terms ending November 1969. 

After spending much of the summer in Africa, DR. EDGAR 
EFRAT (political science) heads right back there as 
a member of the Canadian delegation at the Second 
International Congregation of Africanists. The meeting 
will be held in Dakar, Senegal, December 11 to 20. 

Dr. Efrat’s participation will be aided by a grant 
from the Social Science Research Council of Canada. 


PROFESSOR ALFRED LOFT, faculty representative for the 
United Red Feather - Red Cross Appeal, reports a 
"most gratifying response" from the campus. A total 
of $7,258 has been donated to date — 121 per cent 
of the $6,000 target. Staff representative W. G. 
BENDER is less gratified, reporting that 43 members 
of staff (13.4 per cent of potential contributors) 
have donated $838.50. The drive continues, and those 
seeking donation forms for payroll deductions or 
direct contributions are urged to pick them up at 
the personnel office (loc.
